Cameron and Marshall’s hall to con- 
sider the advisablity of forming a 
Board of Trade. C. W. Peterson of 
the Calgary Board of Trade attendea 
the next meeting held, a week later, 
and explained tne advantages of & 
live Board of Trade. D, L, Cameroi. 
was appointed president and als. 
appoinved secretary-treasurer. Mem 
berahip feces were set at $3.00 per 
year and the secretary was to re- 
ceive $/5.00 a year for his work, Ax 
the next me2zting October 4th, the 
Board decided to take up with th 
u.P.R, the question of having a sub 
way built east of the station, Dis- 
cussion of the proposed bridge acros. 
the Bow river ensued. ‘The next 
meeting was held on the 29th, it was 
decided to send a man across the rive: 
to get the petition relative to the 
vridge. Lighting the streets of Glei- 
chen was brought up. No more 
axetings were held until April 190, 
w. P. vans was appointed secretary 
at this meeting. The C.P.&. offered tu 
supply trees and irrigate the town, 
tne suatter was to be brought before. 
the ratepayers At a meeting + 
couple of months later the board Was 
agitating for an elevator. On No”. 
ember 12th, 1907 the board was ask 
img for telephone service. The, 
wished to connect up with the C.P.t.

On January 20th, 1908 at the an- 
nual meeting W. R. McKee was ap 
pointed president succeeding Mr. kK. 
Griesbach. A. D Shore was electe 
vice-president J. T. Johnston secre- 
tary, councillors were elected namely: 
D. Wishart, E. Griesbach, J. W. Dafoe, 

F H. Blackbourn, T. H), Beach and 
Jas, Young. 

On February. bth, a special meeting 
was called to talk about the proposed 
agricultural college and thank the 
C. P. R. for the promise of 320 acres 
of lund as a site for the college. At 
a meeting sometime later the subject 
of a new school was brought up. 

The annual meeting in 1909, Mr. 
E. Greisbach was unanimously elected 
president and Geo, Wakefield was ap- 
pointed secretary. During the year 
several meeting were held, At the 
annual meeting in 1910 T. H. Beach 
was elected president. At the next 
meeting there was talk of the proposed 
railroad to be built by the C.P.R. from 
Lethbridge to Gleichen, and on north- 
ward. Later in the year the board 
used its influence with the C.P.R, to 
have the proposed cut-off to Shephard 
start from Gleichen inatead of Stobari 
Later on the board brought up with 
the C.P.R. the advisability of building 
a new atation, Interest in meetings 
began to lag for no meetings were held 

from February 1911 until March 1912 

Among those present were Messrs, 

Beach, McCammon, Scott, Gries- 

bach, Bray, Henderson, McKay, Evans 

Hurd, Maisey, Camron, Wilson, 

Trego, Gallately, and Johnston. Mr. 

Cameron was elected president, The 

secretary was to be paid $100 a year. 

The question of a new name for Glei- 

chen was brought up during the April 

meeting C. J. Bray offered a prize 
of $10.00 for a suitable name. Dur- 
ing the year the board was very active 
rtying to get a customs office located 
here. The Board held a meeting in 

July 1918 and and there is no record 

ef the board functioning again until 

November 1919, a matter of six years. 

The war no doubt caused the stagna- 

tion of the board.
